HIGHER POWER SHELLS 
NEEDED FOR NEW ARMOR 


Experiments Show That Amer- 
ican-Wide Projectiles Are the 
Most Efficient. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Chief N. U. 
Twining of the Naval Ordinance Bu- 
reau, in his annual report, says that 
in consequence of the tendency to- 
ward increased thickness of armor it 
has become desirable to increase the 
penetrative power of armor-plercing 
projectiles. The bureau believes a 
projectile carrying sufficient explo- 
sive to detonate and completely frag 
ment the projectile after penetrating‘ 
armor is the best for attacking arm- 
ored vessels. 

Experiments with projectiles of 
foreign manufacture have been con- 
ducted at the proving ground with 
the result that those of domestic man- 
ufacture have given the better results. 
An English firm has successfully met 
the requirements, and delivered a 
small number of 12-inch projectiles 
which have passed the test. Nothing 
better than American armor of the 
present type has yet been found. 

The Washington gun factory in the 
last fiscal year completed 110 guns 
of all calibers, relined 37, converted 
15, and partly completed 265,

son From dZabern to 
Bring Peace. 


By Associated Press. 
DONAUESCHINGEN, Germany, Dec. 
5.—Emperor William this afternoon or- 
dered the transfer of the entire garri- 
son at Zabern, Alsace, owing to the 
trouble between the soldiers and the 
citizens there. He also directed that 
the courtmartial proceedings in connec- 
tion with the recent rioting be acceler- 
ated. | 

His Majesty’s solution of the difficulty 
is regarded in many quarters as a two- 
edged sword. While it removes the 
Ganger of further conflists, the people 
and merchants of Zabern will suffer a 
severe financial blow by the removal 
of an important source of revenue. 
The relinquishment ef the post of Gow 
ernor-General of Alsace-Lorraine by 
Count Charlies von Wedel is considered 
probable unless his authority is fully re- 
stored and protected against the aggres- 
sions of the military officials. 
The Imperial Chancellor, the Governor- 


a 
General and Lieutenant-General Ber- 


thold von Deimling, the military com- 
mander, arrived today at Donauesching- 
en,, where the Emperor is staying. Count 
von Wedel and Lieutenant-General 
Deimling traveled together, although 
their official relations are strained. The 
Chancellor made the journey on a spe- 
cla] train. 

Conference Proceedings Secret, 
Confetences in which all three partici- 
pated with the Emperor were held dur- 
ing the afternoon, but the proceedings 
were kept strictly secret. 

Germany was amazed by the over- 
whelming defeat of the Government and 
the Emperor in the Reichstag last night. 
It passed a vote of want of confidence 
in Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
and the German Government by the 
biggest majority in the history of the 
House. 
The debate was on the high-handed 
conduct of the military authorities in 
Zabern, whose inhabitants resented the 
4nsulting remarks made by a young 
Lieutenant. Rioting followed and many 
reputable citizens were arrested. 
The vote of nonconfidence was 293 
against 64.. Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg drew the necessary conclusion 
and left for Donauschingen to confer. 
with the Emperor and perhaps to offer 
his resignation. 
This is the second vote of want of 
confidence passed against the Chancellor, 
the first one occurring last winter when 
the Polish policy was under consid- 
eration. 

Salary May Be Refused. 
As the German Chancellor is appoint- 
ead and dismissed by the HBmperor him- 
self the sovereign can decline to accept 
the resignation, but the Reichstag may 
then refuse to vote the Chancellor's 
salary, which appropriation should come 
up next Tuesday. 
At the conclusion of the sitting no 
doubt was left that the Reichstag, which 
has often been accused of weakness, 
had determined not to toleBate the 
riilitary despotism which practically all 
the morning papers declare exists in 
Alsace. It is thought unlikely that the 
Emperor will dissolve the Reichstag, 
which is the only alternative if he re- 
fuses to suspend the military authorities 
responsible for one of the gravest crises 
in German history.

ness, Tedford has risen from a 


policeman to superintendent of one of 


the jargest men’s furnishings stores 
m the world,’ attaining rapid success 
with a penitentiary sentence of from 
mv to five years hanging over his 
tead. He now earns $5000 a year. 

‘Tedford escaped prison through the 
Wror of a clerk who pigeonholed the 
Nandate of the Supreme Court —up- 
tolding his sentence, instead of fil- 
with the trial 


‘| judge. 


The tell-tale decision was un- 
earthed by a police court lawyer who, 
piqued because one of his clients had 
been convicted, pointed to Tedford as 
&® man who evaded punishment 
through the influence of his friends. 
Convict Reduced Shoplifting. 

While his appeal was pending, Ted- 
ford, discharged from the police force, 
obteined employment with a large re- 
tall firm as house detective. Whether 
his sentence haunted or hampered him 
he refuses to say but his employers 
assert they never noticed he appeared 
worried. Their losses from shoplift- 
ers began to decrease because of Ted- 
ford’s watchfulness and they began 
to notice him, In two years he was 
promoted to general foreman of the 
store. 


Tedford never had much to say about 
himself, although when he applied for 
work he frankly admitted he was impli- 
cated in an affair which had cost him 
his place on the police force. An in- 
vestigation at the time was satisfactory 
to his prospective employers and be- 
cause he was always industrious and 
trustworthy, they did not ask for de- 
tails and soon forgot he had ever had 
any . trouble. 

Because Tedford was more efficient 
than any general foreman the store 
ever had he was advanced to assistant 
superintendent. In that position he re- 
jected hundreds of checks offered for 
merchandise and his experience as a po- 
liceman stood him in good stead. The 
vice-president of the store says a bad 


' 
check never got past Tedford, because 


he “knows crooks too well.” 

Has Expiated Crime, if Committed. 

Tedford has been superintendent for 
two years. ‘We believe Tedford is in- 
nocent of the crime for which he is 
under sentence,”’ said the vice-president. 
‘But if, for sake of argument, we say 
he is guilty, society should be satisfied 
with the success he has made. He 
certainly has done better for himself 
and society than he would if he had 
served a year or two in prison. True, 
justice cannot demand that he now be 
sent to jail. He has paid, if there was 
anything to pay, in suffering and suc- 
cess. We are going to do all we can 
to aid him.” 

Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal 
Court, who prosecuted Tedford, will rec- 
ommend that Gov. Dunne grant a par- 
don. John J. Healy, who was State’s 
Attorney when the mandate was pigeon- 
holed, does not demand his “pound of 
flesh.” Judge Brentano, the trial Judge, 
said he would give the influential friends 
Tedford has made plenty of time to 
act in his behalf.

Wilh HYPODERMIC 
IN THEATER BOR! j 


Bride. Accuses Young South 
American Stranger Who Sat 
Beside Her. 


NO NEEDLE FOUND ON HIM 


Opiat- Makes Newark Woman 
Hysterical—Several Such 
Cases Recently.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEWYORK, Dec. 5.—Armand Megaro, 
a Sout:: American, 24 years old, who 
for a year and a half has been study- 
ing pharmacy in this country, was ar- 
rested in a box at the Lyric Theater, 
Newari, charged with injecting, with 
a hypodermic syringe, a powerful opiate 
into the arm of Mrs. Marjorie H. Grass, 
who a* week ago became the bride of 
Williar,. Grass, a civil engineer employed 

in New York. 

For months complaints have been 
made jo the police of Newark, New 
York ».nd other cities that men have 
taken this means of overcoming young 
women.’ 

Mega:o said he was innocent. He 
said he was the nephew of Dr. Pan- 
crazio Megaro of New York and that 
he had not, as Mrs. Grass alleged, 
touched her when she was his seat- 
mate in the theater box. The young 
man is well dressed and cultured. 

Man Twice Changed Seats. 

Mrs. Grass, who is young and at- 
tractive, went to the Lyric, a vaude- 
ville and moving picture house, yester- 
day afternoon and sat in a box: ll 
the other seats in the box were occu- 
pied and in the box just ahead of her 
sat Megaro. She paid little attention 
to him, but noticed that when a chair 
at her right became vacant he changed 
boxes and sat down beside her. 

« littie later, in a dark moving pic- 
ture scene, a man at her left Walked 
out. Immediately Megaro took this seat. 
In passing the rear of her chair he 
caused her cloak, thrown over the back, 
to fall on the floor. 

“I leuned over to pick up the gar- 
ment,” she later told Chief of Detec- 
tives Tult, “and as I did so I felt a 
sharp sting in my right wrist. I was 
startled and looked up in time to see 
Megaro withdraw one hand, which had 
been extended toward me. 

“IT didn’t know what to think. In a 
few moments my head seemed numb. 
Then my arm began to ‘go to sleep,’ 
and I felt a curious dazed sensation 
creepinis over me. This greatly fright- 
ered me, and I hastened to thé retir- 
ing room.” 

Weman Becomes Hysterical.

had made charges against a man who 
had been seated beside her. The man- 
ager called up police headquarters and 
detectives were hurried to the theater 
where they found Mrs. Grass had faint. 
ed 

A detective stepped into the box and 
sat down beside Megaro. After a time 
he arrested him. A surgeon said the 
wound in Mrs. Grass’ wrist had been 
made by such an instrument as a hypo- 
dermic needle, and that she appeared 
t. have been suffering from a powerful 
opiate. Grass was called and he urged 
his wife to make a complaint against 
Megaro, and she consented to do so. 
The technical charge entered was as- 
seult. 

No hypodermic needlo was found 
either @n the prisoner or in the box at 
the theater, although a careful search 
of a large section of the playhouse 
was made.

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However excellent the motives which prompted 
City Counselor Baird to draw and the City Coun- 
cil to pass it, Council bill 146, making it a mis- 
demeanor to sell or give ve away a street car trans- 
fer, or to tender a transfer “with intent to de- 
fraud,” is a bad bill and should be rejected by the 
House of Delegates. . 

It is a bad bill because it attempts to induce 
the United Railways, by a grant of additional 
privileges, to perform a public service which it is 
already legally bound to perform. 

It ts a bad bill because it subjects any citizen, 
man, woman or child, to possible arrest at the 


lwhim of a street railway conductor, on a charge 


of tendering a time-expired transfer “with intent 
to defraud,” whether the person so arrested is or 
is not guilty of such ‘ntent. 

It is a bad bill because it proposes to create by 
legal fiat a new group of misdemeanors, when the 
statute and ordinance books are already so over- 
loaded with lega! inhibitions and prohibitions that 
not even the best read lawyer can any longer be 


leertain he is not violating one or more of them 


in whatever he does or fails to do. 

It is a bad bill, finally and chiefly, because it 
proposes a new bargain with a public service cor- 
poration which has already, on this same subject, 
‘proven that its most solemn written promise is 
worthless; that {it will obey the law only when 
such obedience shall suit its own purposes. 

If this bill becomes a law of the city, any 


man or woman, tendering a street car trans- 
fer in good faith, is liable to be seized and 
held by a conductor, turned over in arrest 
to a policeman, haled into court on a charge 
of attempting to defraud the United Rail- 
ways, and put through the humiliation and 
expense of a trial. 

The explanation, offered in extenuation of this 
new and amazing proposed grant of authority to a 
law-breaking corporation, namely, that the law 
is to be one mainly usefnl in terrorum; that is, 
as a club to be held by the company over the 
people’s heads, to prevent them from trying to 
make such use of transfers, is not a defense but 
an added reason why the bill ought to be defeat- 
ed. The people of St. Louis have no desire to put 
any more power over their safety and comfort 
into the hands of this corporation, until it shall 
have made good its pledge, written into the fran- 
chise under which it operates, as follows: 

A fare of 5 cents shall be charged for pas 
sengers of 12 years of age and over, and one- 
half of said faré for persons under 12 and 
over 5 years of age. Children’s tickets shal] 
be sold by conductors on the cars at the rate 
of two tickets for 6 cents. TRANSFERS 
SHALL BE GIVEN 80 AS TO TRANSPORT 
PASSENGERS BY A OONTINUOUS TRIP 
FROM ANY POINT ON THE SYSTEM TO 
ANY OTHER POINT ON THE SYSTEM. 

The text of the Council bill, and the text of 
the form of judgment to be entered by the Circuit 
Court in the city’s pending suit to compel the com- 
pany to grant universal transfers (a judgment 
agreed upon by the attorneys for the city and of 
the United Railways, to become effective if the 
Council bill is passed by the House of Delegates 
and approved by the Mayor), are given in another 
column on this page.

ALSACE’S ORIPPLED SHOEMAKER. 

The challenge in War Minister Falkenhayn’s 
statement to the Reichstag, that the “military 
will continue to be the supreme authority in 
Germany,” was instantly accepted. The Kal- 
ser’s peculiar system of government was given 
one of the heaviest blows it has ever received in 
the vote of lack of confidence passed by 298 
thundering ‘“‘ayes” and only 54 “nays.” 

The issue raised by the striking down of a 
crippled shoemaker in the little town of Zabern 
by an arrogant young army officer thus touches 
the most vital interests of the empire and is 
linked with the onward progress of democracy 
throughout the world. 

Germany still lacks the parliamentary tradition 

prevalent in the other countries of Western 
Europe. Its ministries, selected by the Emperor, 
are responsible to him and not to the Reichstag. 
But while the resignations that would be imme- 
diately forthcoming at Paris or London or Stock- 
holm after such a vote as that of yesterday, may 
be delayed to save the Minister’s face, the down- 
fall of the Cabinet which defended the Alsatian 
outrages must be inevitable at no distant date. 
There can be but one ending ‘in the twentieth 
century to a contest between modified autocracy 
and a popular Assembly with the spirit and fire, 
guided by intelligence, which the Reichstag has 
shown. With this struggle the ministerial sys- 
tem of progressive monarchial countries, based 
on responsibility to the people’s elected represent- 
atives, may have a beginning at Berlin. 
If the question is a larger one than the etiquette 
of an overbearing army bureaucracy in its inter- 
course with the public, Falkenhayn is to blame. 
He will be taught what the supreme authority in 
Germany really is. Even the centralized mili- 
tarism of Germany cannot prevail in a contest 
with the people of Germany. 
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Thefts of the incandescent bulbs by which out- 
of-door signs are {lluminated at night are \causing 
annoyance. Doubtless the thieves thought the 
laws against stealing had been “suspended,” along 
with laws against insecure and inflammable bill- 


boards. 
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AUTOMATIC INDEMNITY NEEDED. 

“We owe it,” says President Wilson, “in mere 
justice to the railway employes of the country, to 
provide for them a fair and effective employers’ 
liability act.” 
American factories and railroads are credited— 
or discredited—with killing or injuring half a mil- 
lion men, women and child workers every year. 
The country, and nearly all of the states, lack 
adequate machinery for minimizing money loss 
and human misery resulting from these industrial 
accidents. Every large city has its “damage suit 
industry,” conducted by lawyers who thrive by 
suing employers in such cases on @ contingent 
basis. Very often these lawyers are influential in 
politics. It goes without saying that their .po- 
litical influence is always cast against enactment 
jot laws drawn to afford a basis for prompt, fair 
and economical settlement of claims by employers 
in such cases. Railroads and o*her large corpora- 
tions maintain legal bureaus to fight such claims 
—or, accurately, to protect themselves against ex- 
tortionate claims put forward by the “damage suit 
industry.” Between these forces the victim, or 
the victim’s family, is too often deprived of right- 
eous relief. 

The nation and the several states need auto- 
matic indemnity laws, assuring industry’s victims 
of prompt and just compensation, and eliminating 
the heavy toll taken by the damage suit lawyers. 
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WAR OOSTS. 

President Wilson laid first emphasis, in his ad- 
dress to Congress, on renewal of arbitration 
treaties, meant to reduce risk of that costly hu- 
man folly, war between nations.

AMENDED CHARTER 
AS LAST RESORT 


‘Urged Only if Constitutional 
Limitation Prevents Framing 
, Of Ideal New One. 


A suggestion was made to the Board 
of Freeholders Thursday night by Fred- 
erick N. Judson that if the board should 


find itself barred by constitutional and 
statutory limitations, under the inter- 
pretations of its counsel, from giving 
to the people a nonpartisan and effi- 
cient city government, it should prepare 
and submit to the Municipal Assembly 
amendments to the present charter, to 
be in turn submitted to the people by 
the Assembly. 

The people would then'not be pre- 
cluded from adopting an .sffective city 
charter, when the constftution should 
be amended and laws enacted to remove 
the obstacles which the Freeholders are 
finding in their way in their efforts to 
give to the people a progressive char- 
ter, Judson said. 


Offers Progressive Provisions. 


He submitted a plan which represented 
his idea of several progressive pro- 
visions that ought to be incorporated in 
the new charter. It read: 

“The Municipal Assembly of the City 
of St. Louis shall consist of —— mem- 
bers, who shall be elected at large on 
general ticket, but the Municipal As- 
sembly shall have the power, whenever 
authorized by the constitution and laws 
of the State, to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and to provide for the election of 
the members of the Municipal Assembly 
from such districts, and after such di- 
vision of the city into districts and 
such provisions is made by the Munici- 
pal Assembly for election by districts 
the members of the Assembly shall be 
elected by districts and not otherwise. 
“The Municipal Assembly is also au- 
thorized when empowered by the laws 


{of the State to provide for nonpartisan 


nominations for municipal] officers and 
for a system of preferential voting. or 
proportional representation in municipal 
elections which may be authorized by 
the laws of the State.’’ 


MeDeonald Favors One Body. 


Edward Fiad submitted a similar plan 
with respect to the Municipal Assem- 
bly. Chairman McDonald expressed 
himself in sympathy with the idea that 
the new charter should provide for but 
one House of legislation, to be elected 
by districts, when the constitution and 
laws of the State shall be amended and 
changed. 


stitution, the Freeholders are required 
to frame a charter in accordance with 
the Constitution, and the laws of the 
State. The Constitution provides that 
if there shall be but one house of legis- 
lation, the members must be elected by 
general ticket. That prohibits the Free- 
holders, under the opinion of the coun- 
sel, for providing for one house of leg- 
islation, with the members nominated 
by districts and elected at large. 
Freeholder Judson’s idea was that un- 
less the Freeholders were able to find 
a way to provide the fundamental prin- 
ciples for an efficient government, it 
would be better merely to submit some 
amendments to the present charter, 
ather than to submit a charter that 
would fall short of the ideas which the 
Freeholders deem essential for a modern 
charter. 

Chairman Mclwonald said that he re- 
garded the two houses of legislation as 
the most obstructive feature of the pres- 
ent city government. It tended to divide 
responsibility, he said, and prevented the 
people from getting efficient govern- 
ment. 

Way for the Short Balict. 


The short ballot was discussed by the 
freeholders. Former Judge Caulfield, 
counsel for the board, gave an opinion 
that the only officials that had to be 
elected were the Mayor aud one house of 
legisiation. All other municipal officers 
might be appointed, he said. 

Freeholders Judson and Rosenfeld fa- 
vor the election only of the Mayor and 
the Assembly, but all the other mem- 
bers favored the election of ‘the Comp- 
troller. Freeholders Langeman, F lad, 
Hertenstein, Rutledge and Gardner fa- 
vored the election of the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements, while 
Udeall, Spencer, Judson, Rosenfeld and 
Chairman McDonald favored appoint- 
ment by the Mayor. 

Freeholder Hertenstein favored the 
election of all city officials now 
elected by the people. He said the 
working people wanted an opportu- 
nity to vote for their officials, in- 
stead of having them appointed by 
the Mayor. He thought the power of 
would give to the 
Mayor an opportunity to build up & 
powerful political. machine. He was

favored the election of the Collector 
Assessor, but Freeholder Rut- 


lledge voted with him for electing the 


Treasurer. 

A committee made up of Spencer 
and Rowe, with the aid of Secretary 
Jones and Judge Caulfield, submitted 
a proposed article of the charter for 
an Efficiency Commission.

Under the provisions of the State Con-* 
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and for the certification to the appoint- 
ing authority of the names of three per- 
sons standing highest qn its lists. 

The section provides that all exami- 
nations shall be practical and impartial 
and shall relate solely to those matters 
which will reasonably test, in a prac- 
tical way, the capacity of the persons 
examined to perform the duties of the 
position for which appointment i 
sought. It also provides that the ap- 
pointing officer may suspend or dis- 
charge an employe with or without 
cause, but shall furnish to him a writ- 
ten statement of the reasons therefor, 
and file a copy of it with the commis- 
sion. 

Present City Employes Exempt. 

Present city employes are to be ex- 
empt. Provision is made against the 
employment or discharge of persons In 
the classified service on account of po- 
litical or religious beliefs or affiliations. 
To prevent political activity, employes 
in the classified service are prohibited 
from soliciting or receiving assessments 
for political purposes, and shall not 
themselves be subject to political as- 
sessments. 

Violations of the provisions of the 
efficiency article of the charter is made 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
$10 to $500, or by 10 days’ imprisonment, 
or by both fine and imprisonment.
